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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-26 , 28-36, 41, 43, 45 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Respect to 
claims 1-12,1 5-1 9, the cited prior arts fail to disclose or suggest the step of applying 
nanosized catalytic particles in a bi-dimensionally organized monolayer on the uniform 
supporting layer in a predetermined pattern, the pattern promoting growth in an 
organized manner from the catalytic particles as a function of the pattern. Respect to 
claims 13-14, 20-26, 28, the cite prior arts fail to disclose or suggest the step of 
preparing a nanotube growing mat comprising a substrate comprising a uniform 
supporting layer and carbon; nanosized catalytic particles in a bi-dimensionally 
organized monolayer on the substrate, wherein the catalytic particles are applied in a 
predetermined pattern on the uniform supporting layer, the pattern promoting growth of 
nanotubes in an organized manner which is a function of the pattern. Respect to claims 
29-36, 41, 43, 45, the cited prior arts fail to disclose or suggest nanosized catalytic 
particles, wherein a set is applied in a bi-dimensionally organized monolayer on the 
substrate in a predetermined pattern which promotes growth of nanotubes from the 
catalytic particles as a function of the pattern.
